valise, and found therein the dead 
body of a child. He thinking it 
was a white child and believing there 
lad been some foul play, took both 
Chinamen and valise to the City 
Jail. The Chinamen were searched 
and booked, and locked up in a sep- 
arate cell from the other prisoners.
